The congress attached a rider to a bill to 
extend the life of the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration.

“NEW DEAL” IS TARGET WASHINGTON, July 7.—The 


vital circumstance as respects 
congressional revolt of the past six months is that some clearly 
identified New Deal philosophy has been the target in every in- 
stance where President Roosevelt’s .wishes have been denied. 

It is important to note also that there is a sharp demarcation of 
congressional attitude as between what might be termed the “mili- 
tary” and “civilian” governments. The War and Navy Departments 
in their entirety, and the top uniformed commanders, General George 
C. Marshall and Admiral Ernest J. King, in particular, have the 
confidence of congress to a degree probably unexampled in any 
other war in American history. Everything that has been asked for 
the Army and Navy has been supplied without diminution and in 
record time. 

It is only the domestic policies of the administration that 
under attack. 

Take, for example, the most recent ruckus over subsidies. While 
house spokesmen have assiduously promoted the notion that congress 
favors inflation, nothing could be farther from the truth. What 
congress has opposed is the idea that the “price line” can be held 
by taking money from a federal Treasury already 140 billions in 
the red and using it to reduce just a little bit the consumers’

SHINING YOUNG MEN (If. you travel from Columbus -tae 


Atlanta on the afternoon train, 
chances are you will run into an excited group of bright-faced, 
keen-eyed, clean-limbed young men in brand-new officers’ uni- 
forms, with crossed rifles and gold bars of a second lieutenant of 
infantry pinned on their collars. If you are used to Army ways 
at all, you will know they haven't been officers very long—and 
that they are very muctl. thrilled over it. 

These shining young men—they do shine with an exhilarating 
gleam—can be identified—without giving away any military se- 
crets that even Colonel Stacy A. Knopf, Fourth Service Command 
intelligence officer, the champion husher-upper, can claim should 
be concealed—as graduates of the officer candidate course at the 
Infantry School, Fort Benning, Ga. They have a right to shine— 
because they have gone through 17 weeks of the hardest kind of 
pressure in the toughest and largest educational institution in the 
world. In this short space of time, the Infantry School has taken 
the raw material of men chosen from the ranks—men who never 
had to think of anything except obeving orders and looking out 
for themselves—into officers, trained to train and lead other men 
into battle, to think first for their men, at all times, even in the 


hell which is battle. 
LEADERS CAN BE MADE The Infantry School puts no be- 
| lief in the theory that leaders 
are born and not made. Neither does it believe the old saying 
that war is the only science which must be learned without the 
aid of a laboratory. The Infantry School believes—and proves— 
there are certain principles of leadership which can be learned 
and applied—and can make a leader out of good raw material. 
The Infantry School also is attempting to prove that the science 
of war can be learned in a laboratory by providing a laboratory of 
combat which approximates shooting warfare so amazingly that 
visitors often shudder and wince as they watch officer candidates 
go through field problems at the school. 

The Infantry School has no time to fool around with fancy 
stuff. It has to turn out junior officers—the men who will! lead 
platoons and companies of their fellow Americans in combat— 
with the utmost speed to meet the demands of the ever-growing 
Army of the United States. 

How does it do this? According to Major General Leven C. 
Allen, commandant, and Brigadier General George H. Weems. as- 
sistant commandant, through a relentless systematization and sim- 
plification of teaching each lesson by explanation, demonstration, 
application, examination, discussion. According to officer candi- 
dates,-also by perspiration, exasperation, exhaustion. 

Actually, from the minute an officer candidate arrives at the 
Infantry School until he gets his commission or is flunked. he is 
subjected to a calculated pressure, relentlessly increased day by 
day, to make him demonstrate whether he has the stuff of which 
leaders are made. 


LEARNING ABOUT WEAPONS For the first half of his 


course, the officer can- 
didate studies the tools of his trade—the 13 weapons which make 
the American infantryman the best armed infantry soldier in 
the world. As an officer, he must know all about these weapons 
—how they work, what they can do (and what they can’t do). 
He watches some of the best shots in the* world fire them—he 
takes them apart and puts them together, he shoots them himself 
while a fellow officer candidate checks him—then he checks an- 
other officer candidate. He learns more about Weapons than he 
ever thought anybody could know about weapons, 

All this time, besides learning about weapons, he is under pres- 
sure to see how he reacts to his fellow officer candidates, how he 
can give simple commands in close order drill, how he can gauge 
the ability of others to do this. Once during this period, he and 
every other officer candidate must make up and turn in to his unit 
commander a rating of every other officer candidate in his barracks 
floor—generally about 25 men. Here, again, the pressure is on— 
he is told he will be judged on his ability to judge other men. 


BATTLE REALISM If he gets through this first half of his 


° course—-and most men do (only around 
one-third of men selected for the course fail to be commissioned, 
this figure including all causes of flunking), then the O. C. 
is in for even tougher training in the field. Here his ability 
to lead other men is given the acid test of actual experience— 
under actual live fire. For example, in one terrifically realistie 
all-day problem which the curriculum lists as “Exercise in Com- 
bat Firing,” but which the students more accurately describe as 
‘“Hellzapoppin,” officer candidates must lead squads and platoons 
under red hot machinegun fire. must meet unexpected conditions 
and handle their men as they would in actual combat. While thev 
are doing this, the noise and confusion of combat is approximated 
with startling realism. Inches over their heads crack the red hot 
tracers from the machineguns. Mines throw dirt in their faces. 
bounce clods off their backs. Tanks clank up and fire over their 
heads. And always right beside them are skilled officers watch- 
ing how they lead their men, often changing leadership in the 
midst of a crucial problem to approximate battlefield conditions 
when leaders are killed in action. 

That is just one of dozens of field problems 
the officer candidate must to be trained to 
other men in combat. 

Before he nears graduation, he again must rate his fellow offi- 
cer candidates—and be rated by them. If he is on the border line, 
or if he is one of the leaders of his class, he may be called before 
a board of inquiry composed of experienced officers, to test his 
mettle. : 

After 17 weeks of this, if he can stand the gaff, he gets on that 
afternoon train from Columbus, proudly wearing those crossed 
rifles and that gold bar. He has a right to be proud of them.

When the town’s bad boy does something noble and heroic. he 
usually receives more praise than a good boy who does equally 
well. Generous spirits try to niake up for their former bad opinion 
of him. 

The Russians are popular now, as never before in their history. 
In England there is a tendency to regard them as the saviors of 
civilization. If we win this war, they will share the victory in a 
big way and their prestige will be great. 

Because of these things, conservatives are afraid that Come 
munism may become epidemic, even in America, after the war. 

There is little danger of that. All nations are changed by war. 
Russia itself will keep on changing, as it has since the war began. 
An efficient and enthusiastic young Russian who manages a factory 
said to Willkie: “We are working for economic freedom now; po- 
litical freedom will come later.” 

The thing we have to fear is not the competition of Russia's 
ideology, but the competition of Russian example. If their system 
works well after the war, and ours fails to work, people who are 
jobless and broke and hungry are likely to follow some man who 
promises a change. 

But there is no reason why our system should fail to survive 
any trial that another can survive. It cannot fail, in fact, unless 
our faith does. 

The Russians have a greater population and a much larger 
country, with unlimited resources, but they have only one real 
advantage. They have the pioneer spirit—the enthusiasm of be- 
ginners who are building a great nation. 

But we can have and should have the same spirit, for we shall 
have the same situation to inspire it. We, too, will have a new 
nation to build, for turning from all-out war to the ways of peace 
will be like starting over from the beginning. And we can make it 
a much better nation, if we start the job with vision, enthusiasm 
and courage.

WasHIncTOoN—Declaring that “the coun- 
try is fortunate in having had such a high 
development of airline planes and operations 
at the beginning of the war,” the Office of 
War Information last month reported that 
through the cooperation of the Army, Navy, 
commercia) airlines and aircraft manufactur- 
ers, America has assembled the greatest air 
transport fleet in the world and is operating it 
over a 175,000 mile global system, 

Shortly after the OWL report was issued, 
General Harold L. George, head of the Com- 
mand, revealed that the system had come to 
the rescue of the British at El] Alamein during 
Rommel’s drive on Alexandria.

Lonpon— More than 2,000 sorties were 
made into occupied Europe by Republic 
P-47 Thunderbolt fighters during May,

These fighters, 
latest to go into combat, comprised over 
half of all aircraft sent into action by the 
Eighth Air Force during the month.

The Navy added that the Enterprise is still 
afloat, still fightthg. In the words of one of 
her squadron commanders, “You can cer- 
tainly say this for the Old Lady: ‘Wherever 
anything is happening in this war, she’s there 
and in the thick of it.’ ”

Piques Curiosity 


Vought Head Tells How 
Navy’s Corsair Fighter 
Got Its Shape 


STRATFORD, Conn.—Seeing more and more 
Vought Corsairs in the skies, aircraft spot- 
ters along the east coast have been asking the 
reason for -the inverted gull wing design 
which helps make this Navy fighter so easy 
to recognize. 

Rex B. Beisel, general manager of United 
Aircraft’s Chance Vought division, creators 
of this fastest shipboard fighter, explains the 
“why” of the inverted gull wing in this way. 
The Corsair is built around the 2,000-horse- 
power Pratt & Whitney engine, 50 per cent 
more powerful than any hitherto available. 
To harness such power in a fighter meant em- 
ploying a propeller with a diameter of more 
than 13 feet. To enable a propeller of such 
dimensions to swing clear of the deck would, 
by orthodox design procedure, call for a long 
heavy landing gear difficult to retract into the 
wing. Engineers went to work on the prob- 
lem and came up with the inverted gull wing, 
with a short, light gear that fits into the apex 
of the V angle, saving weight and providing 
ample clearance for the propeller, At the

same time they solved another problem. The 
inverted gull design allows the wing to stem 
from the fuselage at a perfect right angle, 
aerodynamically the most efficient position. 

The inverted gull design has other im- 
portant advantages. It provides improved 
vision laterally for the pilot, because of the 
low wing points. When wings are folded, it 
also results in a lower overall height of the 
airplane when stored in the carrier under- 
deck hangars.

Corsairs Take Japs, 
Four Against Forty 


WASHINGTON—How four Marines pilot- 
ing Vought Corsairs deliberately picked a 
fight with 40 Jap Zeros and bombers, shot 
down six, and turned back the entire force of 
invaders over the Solomons was revéaled 
here ina recent Navy release, 

Led by Major M. K. Peyton, the four fliers 
were returning to Guadalcanal from a raid 
on Kolombangara Island when they spotted 
the mass flight of enemy planes 30 miles 
away. Regardless of odds, they made a bee 
line for the Japs and im a few minutes had in- 
tercepted them. In the rousing deg fight that 
ensued the air was thick with Zeros. One Cor- 
Sair was surrounded by a swarm of enemy 
planes and went down fighting. A second 
chased one Zero, knotked it down and lost 
contact with the other planes, That left the 
Major and one other pilot facing 39 fighters 
and bombers. Adopting scissoring tactics, 
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Four Corsairs like this proved more than a 
match for 40 Jap fighters and bombers 


they wove in and out, attacking at point-blank 
range, supporting each othef at crucial 
moments, taking evervthing that came their 
way and going back for more, always bor- 
ing in to get at the bombers. First the bomb- 
ers turned tail for home. Thén the Zeros 
called it a day. With wounds in his left arm 
and knee, and with his lone companion over- 
board and par&chuting to safety, Major Pey- 
ton returned to Henderson Field, where 
ground crews counted 78 holes from machine 
gun bullets or cannon shells in his Corsair.

In the 
meantime, it and the other established engine 
builders would hold the line. 


Auto Companies Now Building Waspe 


As a result of this step, Ford and Nashe 
Kelvinator. today are building the mighty 
2,000-hp. Double Wasp, Buick and Chevrolet 
are building the 1,200-hp. Twin Wasp, Con- 
tinental the 600-hp. Wasp and Jacobs the 
450-hp. Wasp Junior. To make ‘possible 
greater speed in production, each sees 
company 1s concentrating upon a single type. 

The American aircraft program has been 
upped time and again since then. Now Pratt 
& Whitney itself has gone into a fourth 
phase to step up its own vast production even 
more. This is taking two forms. 

A great engine arsenal is being rushed to 
completion at Kansas City, Mo., which will 
concentrate upon the Double Wasp. It is to 
be operated at neither profit nor loss by the 
Pratt & Whitney Aircraft Corporation of 
Missouri, a new subsidiary of United Air- 
craft Corporation, 

Pratt & Whitney has also enlarged the 
capacity of the main plant by development of 
a system of satellite plants in neighboring 
communities. They supply engine parts to be 
assembled at East Hartford. This satellite 
system provides a great expansion in facili- 
ties, without concentrating operations unduly 
at one spot and further complicating the 
housing and transportation problems. 


Teamwork Builds Engines Fast 


The wholehearted cooperation which has 
marked relations between the automotive 
group and Pratt & Whitney makes their 
teamwork one of the industrial epics of the 
war. While Pratt & Whitney itself was de- 
livering all types of its engines in ever grow- 
ing numbers and was working at top speed 
to engineer changes dictated by battle ex- 
perience, it was also helping bring the auto 
companies into production. It supplied its de- 
signs and the know how gained over a long 
period of years.

WASHINGTON, July 7.—(4)— 
Although it has no intention of 
making any general public state- 
ment to that effect, the Federal 
Bureau Of Investigation takes the 
view that there has been no direct 
connection between enemy agents 
and recent race riofs in this coun- 
try. 

That was the assertion today of 
D. C. Speaker, mythical capital 
observer who represents authentic 
but unquotable sources. 

“Because such riots obviously 
made good Axis propaganda,” 
Speaker said, “The FBI naturally 
watched for any sign of enemy 
activity—but it found little or 
none.” 

On the contrary, he said, in some 
instances the G-men

riots had deliberately fostered the) 


idea of enemy activity—to take 
the finger of suspicion off them- 
selves. 

“However,” he added, “because 
the FBI knows that enemy ele- 
ments have long been at work 
seeking to start racial disturb- 
ances, the bureau isn’t likely to 
announce its findings. In the first 
place, it has . ever ‘officially’ made 
any such investigations, so nat- 
urally it couldn’t make any ‘offi- 
cial’ reports. Also they can never 
forget the possibility that any such 
outbreak might be directly trace- 
abel to enemy activity, and must 
be watched. Finally, as long as 


purposely or unwittingly promote 
enemy divide-and-conquer 
cause, few public officials are go- 


_ing to risk asserting that the ac- 
tivities of those groups aren’t at 


least partially successful.” 

But he said that at present the 
FBI is convinced that major riots 
to date have been cases of “spon- 
taneous or internal combustion,” 
rather than the results of Axis ac- 
t vities.
